Office saved $25 million while 
delivering a record load of 
holiday mail. 


Proudly, as he should, Post- 


master General Winton M. 
Blount reported that automation, 
precanceled stamps, 
efficient 


management and increased 
efforts by employees combined 
to move eight billion pieces of 
mail since Nov. 28 with a big cut 
in overtime. 


The reduction in overtime was 


21.5 per cent from last year. Mr. 
Blount arrived at the $25 million 
saving by multiplying the 
reduction of 4.5 million overtime 
hours by $7 an hour. 


Electronic sorting systems and 


ZIP code translators helped. 
Precanceled stamps eliminated 
one step in processing. Mail was 
channeled to centers with the 
new electronic equipment. A 
control room in Washington kept 
track of the 15 regional offices, 
changing routes to speed the flow 
of shipments. 


Such innovations should enable 


the Post Office to become self- 
supporting when it turns into a 
public corporation next year. 
That is something to look for- 
ward to.

Foundation 
Loses Tax 
Exempt Status

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Internal Revenue Service has 
suspended the tax-exempt sta- 
tus of a private foundation 
which retained former Supreme 
Court Justice Abe Fortas, lead- 
ing to his resignation from the 
high court. 


Miami financier Louis E. 


Woifson confirmed in a tele- 
phone interview the IRS lifted 
the tax exemption of Wolfson 
Family Foundation Inc., Jack- 
sonville, Fla., for one year, ef- 
fective last October. 


It was suspended "for some 


violation of some regulation," 
Wolfson said, adding he didn't 
recall what the regulation was. 
He said IRS notified the founda- 
tion of the suspension early in 
1970. 


The suspension is subject to 


review in October of this year, 


The IRS said it couldn't dis- 


cuss the suspension, which was 
mentioned 
routinely 
in 
the 


weekly IRS bulletin. 


A spokesman said the agency 


is barred by law from disclosing 
stu" why contributions to the founda- 


tion are no longer tax deducti- 


er. It was buried deep in the ap- $20,000 a year from the founda- 
pendix to the federal budget- 
and even there, showed up only 
as deletion brackets around the 
existing language. 


Fortas received $20,000 in 1966 


from the Wolfson Family Foun- 
dation and returned it 11 months 
later after Wolfson had been in- 
dicted for federal securities 
laws violations.

Competition

WASHINGTON (AP) - A for- 


mer Army intelligence coordi- 
nator says competition in the 
military's domestic spy busi- 
ness was so great that unwitting 
agents sometimes wrote reports 
on one another.

Under questioning by Ervin, a

But sometimes, said Lane,

He said he 
once was named on another 
agent's report as a "dissident 
soldier" because he was spotted 
attending a civilian antiwar 
meeting. Lane said he was there 
on surveillance duty himself. 


Lane was the last of several 


former agents to testify in the 
subcommittee's probe of mili- 
tary and other bureaucratic sur- 
veillance activities. Like the 
others, Lane said he and his 
colleagues maintained extensive 
files on civilian groups and indi- 
viduals, often for purposes he 
said were of no legitimate con- 
cern to the Army.

Sharing Plan 
Dismays Urban

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Sightseeing 
Blamed for 
Wichita Crash

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed- 


eral investigators have blamed 
the 31-death Wichita State Uni- 
versity football disaster on a 
sightseeing route that wound up 
in a dead-end canyon. 


The National Transportation 


Safety Board made the finding 
in a report due to be issued next 
Wednesday. 


The NTSB cited what it 


termed the intentional operation 
of the rented airliner over 
rugged mountain terrain into a 
sudden situation where the 
plane could nit climb a tower- 
ing ridge in front of it and had 
no room to turn around. 


"Too low, too slow," said a 


safety source with access to the 
still-confidential report. 


The aging, twin engine propel- 


lor-driven plane, making its 
first passenger flight after com- 
ing out of mothballs, crashed 
last Oct. 2 about 2,000 feet below 
the Continental Divide in a 
Rocky Mountain canyon west of 
Denver, Colo. 


The NTSB report quotes hear- 


ing testimony that the plane 
was taking a sightseeing path 
through the Rockies en route to 
a game at Utah State. 


The Continental Divide towers 


abruptly at the end of the can- 
yon at Loveland Pass. Investi- 
gators said the canyon was only 
a quarter-mile wide where the 
crash occurred as the plane 
tried to turn around.

McGovern Has 
Started His 
Campaign 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP) - 


Sen. George S. McGovern is 
campaigning for a Democratic 
presidential primary more than 
a year away, acknowledging he 
doesn't expect to win it but fore- 
casting that he will demonstrate 
his strength during the first four 
or five primaries of 1972. 


Preparing for the first one, in 


New Hampshire on March 14, 
1972, 
McGovern said he may 


wind up on the primary ballot in 
eight or 10 states in a campaign 
designed to overtake the front- 
running but undeclared 
Sen. 


Edmund S. Muskie of Maine. 


"I think it's fair to say that 


New Hampshire is not one that I 
would be expected to win," 
McGovern 
said 
Thursday. 


"We're right next door to Sen. 
Muskie, who was on the national 
ticket in 1968 and went into New 
Hampshire many times. 


"This is a state he ought to 


carry by a very large margin," 
the South Dakota senator said, 
"but if I or some other candi- 
date can demonstrate respecta- 
ble strength here and could indi- 
cate that there is a hard core of 
support, I think that's signifi- 
cant." 


McGovern visited the state 


legislature in Concord, 
cam- 


paigned at Nathaniel Hawthorne 
College in Antrim and answered 
questions at a reception in a 
Durham living room, emphasiz- 
ing as always his opposition to 
U.S. policy in South Vietnam. 


"We will end that war in a 


matter of weeks if I become the 
president," McGovern said.

Linus Pauling Adds 
To His Enemy List 


By LEE MUELLER 


NEW YORK (NEAi 


In his laboratory nuclear physicist Linus Pauling has 


performed some remarkable deeds. Among other things 
the 69-year-old Stanford University chemistry professor 
is the only human being to win two Nobel Prizes (Ma- 
dame Curie had one and a half). 


Pauling, who won the 1954 Nobel Prize for Chemistry 


and the 1962 Nobel Peace Prize, has thrown a bridge from 
quantum physics to chemistry, exploring the chemical 
bonds that hold atoms together and linking molecular 
abnormality with hereditary disease. 


Outside his lab Professor Pauling has been just as re- 


markable. For one thing. 
he once sued the Defense 
Department in an attempt 
to h a l t nuclear testing. 
There were many others. 
He has protested against 
Vietnam, for peace, against 
the bomb, a g a i n s t the 
ABM, 
for the Rosenburgs 


and against moonrocks. 


The l a t e s t remarkable 


deed performed by Linus 
Pauling, h o w e v e r , has 
made him more controver- 
sial than two Nobel Prizes 
and questioning the worth 
of moonrocks ever did. He 
wrote a book, "Vitamin C 
and the Common Cold." 


It's a thin little paper- 


back, only 109 pages, but 
its repercussions have been 
enormous. To begin with. 
says a Manhattan druggist. 
the book "has made aspirin 
our second-best s e l l e r .

the American Medical Association to Pauling's impres- 
sive list of adversaries.

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Drugs Pervade Sports, 
Ex-Coach Says

NEW YORK — (NEA) — When Tom Ecker sees a great 


athletic performance, he applauds the athlete's pharma- 
cist And out of professional curiosity he wonders what 
particular drugs the athlete had used, what his dosage 
was and how long he's been on them. 


"Today." said Ecker. "it's a great rarity for someone 


to achieve athletic success who doesn't take drugs. 1 
normally assume that the winner of a sports contest is 
one who has a better pharmacist than his opponent. 


Ecker has had a wide range of experience from which 


to draw his conclusions. He was track coach of Western 
Kentucky University from 1963 through 1966 (and honored 
as Ohio Valley Conference coach of the year all four 
years) Then he became national coacli of Sweden. He has 
written six books, including the ''International Track and 
Field Coaching Encyclopedia." 


Repelled by the "buying of beef" and the "outright 


lying" (known also as "recruiting") in college sports, 
Ecker decided to avoid that kind of professionalism and 
currently is coordinator of athletics for Cedar Rapids 
da.) City Schools: 


"Drug usage has gone to such extremes," said Ecker, 


"that you are handicapped 
in competition if you don't 
take some. My friend Bill 
Toomey, the Olympic de- 
cathlon champion, told me 
he had decided to s t o p 
using drugs before the '68 
Olympics. But when he got 
to Mexico City he saw that 
everyone else was popping 
pills, so he had to. 'I didn't 
take them to get ahead of 
anyone,' he told me. 'I took 
them just to stay even.' " 


The pills Toomey took 


were "steroids," or ana- 
bolic 
sex 
hormones, 
in 


common usage in athletics 
since at least 1964. accord- 
ing to Ecker: "A friend of 
mine who was a hammer 
thrower on the U.S. Olym- 
pic team then told me the 
whole team took steroids. 
And a runner told me his 
roommate, also a runner, 
got injections every day he 
BILL TOOMEY 


was in Tokyo and won a gold medal." 


Drugs, particularly steroids, are not endemic to Ameri- 


can athletes. "Remember the '66 European champion- 
ships?" asks Ecker. "There were those five girls from 
Eastern bloc countries who refused hormone tests. Two 
of them, Irena and Tamara Press, even had 5 o'clock 
shadows. We called them the "Press Brothers." 


Steroids, particularly, are gripping the American ath- 


letic world, according to Ecker. 


Ecker said steroids perform three body functions: First, 


they promote calcium retention and doctors say that even 
after normal growth a person can become taller by their 
usage. Second, a protein assimilation increases strength 
fantastically. Weight-trained athletes have reported more 
than 50 per cent increases in strength. That is, if you 
benchpressed 200 pounds before steroids, you could do 
over 300 pounds with them. Third, steroids promote cell 
growth, which also increases body and muscular growth. 


"The danger," Ecker said, "is in overdosage—and you 


need overdosage for maximum effectiveness. There have 
been cases in hospitals of people dying from overdoses. 
Liver impairment is possible. And greater cell growth 
might also increase the growth of cancerous cells, if you 
have them. Also, we still aren't certain of the lasting 
effects of steroids because we haven't been taking them 
that long. What happens to users in 10 years, in 20 years?" 


Other commonly used drugs in sports, said Ecker, are 


phenylbutazon (a pain-killer which became famous in 
the Dancer's Image-Kentucky Derby "scandal"), heavy 
caffein which has some of the stimulant effects of am- 
phetamine or "speed," and barbituates. "Wild concoc- 
tions are being experimented with all the time," said 
Ecker. "One of the wildest was a mixture of ammonia— 
a decongestant, strychnine—to improve reflex action, and 
nitroglycerine—a heart stimulant. The athletes stirred 
and drank." 


Ecker said that some drugs used are not really medical- 


ly harmful, but they have certainly taken the sport out of 
athletics for him. 


"In order to be in sports in the future," said Ecker, "it 


seems inconceivable that you could hold your own without 
drugs. And who wants to pay big prices to see pharma- 
ceutical giants?" 


Ecker is working on a new book on this subject and the 


working title, "To Have a Giant's Strength," comes from 
Shakespeare:
